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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims raise new issues, which would require an additional search. The newly 
amended claims add the limitation of two bases in the uncomplimentary region. This would require additional search in the art for two 
bases in uncomplimentary regions. The reply asserts that certified copies of foreign priority documents have been submitted and should 
be considered (section li of reply). It is noted that certified copies have been submitted. Further it is noted that none of the prior art 
rejections of record are based on intervening prior art references, which would need a translation of the foreign priority. To clarify the 
record, it is noted that all references submitted on IDS have been considered including reference AK and AH (section III). It is noted, that 
these documents have been considered based on the translated portions.
